Paget's Disease Makes Bones Hard or Soft 


BY JOSEPH MOLNER, M. D. 


Dear Dr. Molner: My husband 


is now 72 and several years ago 
was told that he has Paget's 
disease in the back of the 
pelvis. It showed up in X-rays. 


His doctor said there was no 


medication for it then, but I 
recently read that Vitamin C 
and some drug along with it 
could be beneficial in retarding 
the' disease. — Mrs. C.A. 


There are two ailments called 


Paget's disease, and quite dis- 
similar. Your description makes 
clear 
that 
this 
is 
Paget's 


disease of the bone. 


This is a peculiar disorder, 


and usually found 
in older 


people. 
There are areas of 


softening 
and 
destruction of 


bone, but there is also a natural 
tendency of the body to attempt 


to repair it. so the affected area 
may be either very soft or very 
hard. 


The cause is not known, and 


in many instances the condition 


Dr. Molner 


is discovered only through X- 
rays for some other purpose. 
The course of the disease varies 
considerably. It may remain 
quiescent; 
it 
may 
progress 


slowly; or invalidism may re- 


sult from fractures of softened 
bone, or from bone pain. 


Consequently how a patient 


should behave has to be judged 
in view of his particular case. 
He should be kept as active as 
circumstances 
dictate, 
since 


physical activity stimulates har- 
dening of bones. But he should 
be careful not to fall because of 
risk 
of 
fractures. 
This 
is 


important. 
In 
some 
cases, 


physical therapy may be neces- 
sary to combat muscle weak- 
ness if the patient is not able to 
exercise more or less normally. 


There 
still is no specific 


treatment since we don't know 
the cause. However Vitamins C 
and D plus a diet high in 
calcium are used to encourage 
new bone formation. In some 
cases pain-suppressing medica 
tion- may be necessary. 


Hearing aids are frequently 


required because of the high 
incidence of deafness in these 
patients.

fishes," is the way Webster defines halibut What it doesn't 
mention is that halibut and other fish species are excellent 
for dieters. 


As a matter of fact, a diet of seafoods five or six times 


a week has been prescribed by a Halifax, Nova Scotia, 
physician, Dr. C. M. Harlow, for policemen, firemen, busi- 


nessmen who want to cut down their weight and also pre- 
vent heart disease.

cance that the Douglas-Wade 
interpretation of the 1966 Illinois 
campaign is far from reality. 


Other Factors 


As we reported from Illinois 


in the campaign, the backlash 
hurt Douglas but was one of 
many factors against him: The 
30-year gap in the candidates' 
ages, Percy's appeal to inde- 
pendent voters, the impact of 
the tragic murder of Percy's 
daughter, the erosion in Doug- 
las' independent image through 
alliances with President John- 
son and Mayor Richard J. 
Daley of Chicago. 


Moreover, the results do not 


confirm 
the backlash theory 


Out of his margin of 422,000 
votes, Percy collected 337,000 in 
downstate Illinois, where the 
backlash was a tertiary issue. 
In Chicago suburban areas, 
Percy's gains over his losing 
1964 race for governor occurred 
in non-backlash as well as 
backlash townships. In several 
Chicago city backlash wards. 
Percy gained little over 1964. 


Most important perhaps, a 


private poll conducted for Percy 
in October showed a majority of 
voters saw no difference be- 
tween Percy and Douglas on the 
question of open housing, the 
most explosive racial issue This 
not only downgrades the back- 
lash as an election factor but1 
weakens Wade's charge that' 
Percy courted it.

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The State of the Union 


^"At first glance. President Johnson's 
State of the Union address seemed once 
more to be aimed at something for every- 
one. the utensil of the master politician. 
\Ve-could still afford guns and butter or 
war and welfare as he put it. The nation 
Is'in a period of testing and transition. 
We must count not only our burdens but 
our blessings and the prospect of problems 
and dangers ahead must be balanced by 
the realization of our progress and tri- 
umphs. 


But perhaps the strongest part of the 


President's speech was his emphasis upon 
the importance of acceptance of the pro- 
grams and policies he proposes by the 
American people. And while he spoke of 
the need to expand opportunities for the 
poor and the deprived, in general he was 
tossing it out as a challenge to the Amer- 
icaji public. Did it "lack the will?" Would 
it. ""quit"? Is it willing to fight a limited 
waf, with restraint but to give the men in 
Vietnam "nothing less than our full sup- 
port?" Can it realize that periods of trial 
are- unpopular, painful and even dangerous 
and that we must choose a great evil to 
avoid a greater one. 


This was the emotional aspect of the 


speech. For in the long run there were 
only a few surprises and only a few things 
that indicated courses other than those the 
nation has been following for the past 
three years. 


The guns and butter policy is to be 


modified somewhat, if the President has 
his way. by a slight tax increase through 
a surcharge of 6 per cent on both corporate 
and individual income taxes. This is an in- 
dication at last that the President concedes 
how much the war is costing us. His esti- 
mated budget figures gave the same im- 
pression with the astronomical estimate of 
expenses of $135 billion for 1968. 


•"Another major surprise was his recom- 


mendation of negotiations with the Soviet 
Uri|on 
over 
the 
anti-missile 
programs 


rather than a matching effort at this time. 
This is in accordance with his proposals 
for other efforts to ease tensions with the 
Soviet Union and Eastern Europe including 
an East-West trade bill. Presumably he 
does not feel that a new arms race is in 
keeping with his avowed objective of end- 
Ing the cold war. But it must also be re- 
membered that the creation of an anti- 
ballistic missile defense system 
would 


throw our already high budget completely 
out of whack. So while tlie President did 
not say so. the talks are a calculated risk 
with both easing tensions and our financial 
problems in mind. 


The President suggested few new pro- 


grams in his war on poverty but a continua- 
tion of the old with greater efficiency. His 
increased Social Security payments had 
beea expected although not at quite so 
high a level. His proposal for combining 
the Commerce and Labor Departments 
needs more explanation. And his discus- 
sion of the need for cooperation among all 
levels of government was nothing more 
than a discussion. 


In foreign affairs, except for Asia, the 


Pj-ecjfjpnt definitely indicated the tr?nsi- 
tion of which he spoke. He may have been 
overly optimistic about progress in this 
hemisphere but his concern over the need 
of developing countries to improve agri- 
culture production and family planning has 
been obvious in administration policies the 
last few months. There was hopeful real- 
ism in his suggestion that eventually arms 
control might bring security to Western 
Europe rather than the old concept of 
NATO. And there have been some regional 
developments in Asia toward self-help and 
cooperation whether or not our stand in 
Vietnam has the responsibility which the 
President assigned to it. 


There is a great deal of difference al- 


most always between what the President 
proposes and the Congress accepts. And 
there are many questions. Will a tax in- 
crease mean that the war in Vietnam and 
on poverty can really be waged success- 
fully or will it serve to deflate the econ- 
omy? Is the Vietnam conflict really the 
way to prevent a greater war as the Presi- 
dent believes or instead a headlong plunge 
toward that war? Was the President's ad- 
mission of mistakes in both domestic and 
foreign policies or their 
administration 


sincere or a political play? These questions 
are about as important as those the Presi- 
dent asked about whether the 
Amer- 


ican people are wise enough, courageous 
enough, and determined enough to see 
through the programs he has proposed 
and inaugurated. 


The speech itself did not concede many 


changes but there were some and they 
certainly stemmed from the 
November 


elections and the popularity polls.

The Supreme Court opinion written by 


Justice Leo Hanley put in legal language 
the commitment accepted by Wisconsin 
when the anti-pollution law received its bi- 
partisan support. 


"The abatement of water pollution is 


essential to the health and welfare of all 
the people of the state. The primary 
reason in constructing pollution abatement 
facilities is to protect the health of all 
citizens of the state, whose need for pure 
water is essential to life itself," the 
unanimous Supreme Court ruling said. 


There are few in Wisconsin who will 


disagree 
with the 
definition of 
state 


responsibility in a new field which the 
Supreme Court has now put in legal form. 
And as a footnote, the time needed to 
resolve the constitutional questions points 
to the need for an affirmative vote in next 
April's referendum to allow the establish- 
ment of a realistic legal state debt limit to 
replace the device of borrowing through 
dummy building corporations when the 
people of the state agree state government 
must move into a new field for the 
common good.

the taxpayer an option of ear- 
marking $1 of his taxes for 
presidential campaigns may 
be a precedent, although it is 
an awkward method, maybe 
unconstitutional. It also has 
the probable defect that it 
does not permit the giver to 
choose his own beneficiary 
party. There have been period- 
ical bills with similar objec- 
tives in the Wisconsin Legisla- 
ture.

There is in fact, a tendency 


to ignore such opportunities ss 
now exist, as in the total 
failure of the secretary of 
state's 
election division to 


distribute election information 
and in the state radio network 
political programs distinguish- 
ed mostly for their dullness. 


In state legislative terms, 


there is pressure to reduce 
even the nominal effort in the 
way of ballot advertising in 
the public press in the dubious 
name of economy. 


Strictly Persona! 
Police Need More Pay 
Instead of More Power

It is a historical fact that, 


throughout the history of the 
world, the liberties of people 
have much more often been 
threatened by the forces of 
"law and order" than by 
criminals. 


We easily forget this fact 


when we worry and complain 


Harris 


about crime running rampant, 
and demand that more power 
be put into the hands of the 
various law-enforcement agen- 
cies. 


And it is richly ironic that 


the very same people who are 
concerned about the growing 
influence of government over 
individual lives are the ones 
who are clamoring most loudly 
for increased police powers 
against law-breakers. 


Yet the quickest way to get 


a police state is to give the 
police all the power they ask 
for. I would be much more 
worried about a police force 
that had too much power than 
about a criminal element that 
was perhaps treated too gently 
by the courts. 


Individual criminals can al- 


ways be kept in relative 
control by a police force that 
is professionally trained, well 
paid, and free from corrupt 
political alliances. But a police 
force cannot be kept in control 
once its authority has been 
broadened 
to a dangerous 


degree. „ 


Any society has much less to 


fear from crime — organized 
or unorganized — than from a 
usurpation of power by its own 
law • •nforcemeni agend t n. 


Protecting 
even the worst 


criminals from unfair treat- 
ment is a small price to pay 
for avoiding the greater danger 
of 
p o l i c e transgressions 


against the civil liberties of 
all. 


This 
whole 
question 
of 


"handcuffing" the police by 
high court rulings is a smoke- 
screen to hide the obvious fact 
that the police would much 
prefer to have no restraints on 
their power to badger, to 
harrass, 
to 
intimidate, 
to 


wiretap, to wring confessions 
out of suspects without doing 
the hard work that good police 
investigation calls for. 


The way to reduce crime 


substantially is not by giving 
the police more license, but 
by 
giving 
them more of 


everything else: more pay, 
more professional pride, more 
independence from 
political 


pressures, more status, and 
more serious technical traan- 
ing. 


We cannot make criminals 


any better, If they want to be 
criminals. But we can make 
policemen much better, as 
they do in England and few 
other sensible countries. Law- 
enforcement, on the local urban 
level, 
is mostly 
a 
cheap 


racket today. 
When we are 


willing to pay enough to turn it 
into a respected occupation, 
then crime will no longer be so 
rampant — among the crimin- 
als, or among the police.
